IV. They did in the two Jaft Reigns commence moſt vexatious and 
chargeable Suits againſt ſeveral of their Fellow Subjects, in Actions of 
100000 |. and 200000 1. and ſome were illegally fined upon Informations 
of pretended Miſdemeanors for. Trading to dia; which Informations 
were proſecuted in the King's Name by the Companies Procurement. 

V. They have caug'd ſeveral Ships, which were fitted and deſign'd for E1 
Izdia, to be illegally ſtopp'd, whereby they have loſt their Voyagesz and ; 
one Ship, after her return home, was, by their Procurement, forced to 
ranſom her Cargoe at the Coſt of the Fifth part of its Value. For the 
carrying on of which unlawful and exorbitant Oppreſtion, they obtain'd 
a Letter from the late King, to'the. Judg of the Admiralty, which was 
deliver'd by one of their Agents, and read in opex: Court, commanding 
him to order the ſaid Cargoe to be landed in the Garriſon at Portſmonth ; 
whereupon, tho ſufficient Bail was tender'd; the fame was refus'd, con- 
trary to the Pradtice of that Court, and thereby the Proprietors compell'd 
to the aforeſaid Compoſition. 

VI. For procuring theſe unlimited arbitrary Powers, which they have 
exercis'd over their Fellow Subje&ts, They have expended great Sums 
of the Companies Mony, which ſtands charg'd in their Books under the 
Title of Secret Services; beſides the ſeyeral xo000 Guineas which they 
did preſent to the two late Kings. A 

VH. Some of the prevailing Members in the Committee have lately in- 
troduced a new way of Selling a very great part of the Compares Goods 
to themſelves, by private Contrafts, to the great Prejudice of the uſual 
Buyers at their publick Sales, and ſo in few..Years have acquir'd valt 
Eſtates, by Defraudinp all the other Adventurets, conrrary to their Oaths

VIIE. They have not for many Years paſt made. up' their Books, and

has ſprung that fraudulent and miſchievous Trade of Stock-Jobbing. 

IX. They have of late, without any Regard to a Real Increaſe of their 
Stock by Trade; made ſuch over-large Dividends as have exceeded what 
was formerly done when their Affairs were moſt flouriſhing 3 for notwith- 
ſtanding the pe} Interruption of their Trade for ſeveral years paſt, They 
have divided fince September 1689. double the Summ which was paid 
into their Original Stock; whereby it is evident they have not only di- 
vided their Profit, but alſo the Stock it ſelf.
